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HOG 80RTINQ CHUTES.

Practloal Farmer Tells of One Ho
Finds Satisfactory.

The diagram shown horowlth Is of
a hog sorting chuto which a corro
spondont of the Wallace's Farmer
finds specially handy and useful. Ho
not ouly uses it for a hog sorting chuto
but for dipping hogs and vaccinating
calves. When used to cort hogs the
dipping tank is covorod by a heavy
lid. A Is & catch pen which will hold
from 60 to 80 hogs, dopendlng on
slzo. Thoy aro driven in from yard
L, whoro the hord to bo sorted is first

yarded. The gato F Is then closed.
One man goes . Into tho pen A and
works tho hogs toward tho gato B,
through which thoy pas3 Into C, on to
D, which sorts them Into two yards,
M and N. Tho sorting is dono by a
man at I, who has full view of tho hog
from tho tlmo It enters tho gato B
until It passes out at D Into olthor
yard M or N. Two ropes from gato
D pass ovor pulleys at J and K up
to a lever at I, whero tho man who
does tho sorting stands, and also
handles tho gato O, regulating tho
number of hogs to let In tho chuto.
As high as sovon or eight hundred
hogs havo been run through In threo
or four hours.

DIPPING VATS FOR SHEEP.

Best Results Are Obtained Where
Animals Have to Swim.

Whero sheep swim 10 or 12 feot
through a solution, I find It qulto
satisfactory. When sheep swim
through a tank, tho dip seems to
work Into tho wool hotter than if thoy
wero simply held In It and then takou
out. Several years ago I built on my
farm a wooden tank 25 feet long, 20
Inches wide at tho top, four feot
deop, and six Inches wide at the bot-
tom. I mado It out of plank, tonguod
and grooved and painted well. It gavo
mo good satisfaction, but tho trouble
with tho wooden vat Is that It soon
rots whoro the ground touches it
SInco I have been using my steel vat
I would not think of making anothor
wooden ono, as the steel vat Is much
nioco durablo, and therefore causes
much less trouble. I havo usod many
kinds of standard dips, and tho results
havo been vory satisfactory whoro tho
Instructions wero carefully carried out.

Three wcoks old Is rather young for
lambs to bo dipped, 'says a writer In
Farmers' Voice, but I do not hesitate
about dipping mlno when thoy aro fivo
or six weeks old. In fact, I find It
a good practice to dip tho lambs when
about this age, if the owes havo been
shorn a couplo of weeks previous. On
tho shearing of tho owes tho ticks
will pass to tho lambs, then by dip-
ping tho lambs tho ticks, aro effective-
ly destroyed.

Hogs After Cattfe.
The practice of running hogs after

cattle to live off tho droppings Is a
practice that it would bo well to
abandon. It Is'ji filthy practice, as all
must 'admit.-- " Whatsis1 worse, Is 'that
It sproads tuberculosis, and porhaps
other diseases to the swlno, which In
turn aro eaten by human beings.
There can bo no disputing tho fact
that many cattle arq affected with
tuberculosis. Moreover, t It' has been
recently shown by the government in-

vestigators that tho droppings of cat-

tle are tho most common means of
sprejyflng ..the disease. So long as
this pasturing hogs jvlth corn-fe- d cat-
tle Is carried on, so 'long will tho dis-
ease continue to fix ltsolf In tho swine,
which in turn come on to the tables of
tho people.

Hoqs Rioting In Barnyards.
Somo hog raisers advlso to lot the

hogs have tho .run of thof barnyarjl
and root over the manuro". Thoy say
thut the exerclso Is gpJd, and. that
it improves tho manure. In addition
the hogs get ,much fpod out 'of he
manure. But this Is not a practice that
8tiolld' bo encouraged The manure Is
not tho propor kind of medium to
caVry the .food of 'any 'animal," It is
known that tuberculosis germs ly

exist' iti 'maMurb in1 ImmUdso
numbers, and we know that hogs are
very susceptible to the disease. Let
thum root in clean soil instead and
bunt for roots and ffrubs.
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SHEARING SHEEP BY HAND.

Two Methods of Doing the Work Are
Popular with Shearers.

Two methods of hand shearing are
popular. One of these Is known as
tho long method and tho other ono as-th-

round method. Both havo their
advantages and disadvantages.

Whqn sheop aro shorn by tho long
method tho shearer begins by remov-
ing tho wool from tho head. Ho then
opons tho wool on tho throat and
shears from tho underllno of tho same
to tho top of the neck. This is con-
tinued until a point Is reached at or
near tho .shoulder blado. Tho posi-
tion of tho sheep Is then reversed, and
tho wool Is similarly removed from
tho othor sldo of tho neck. A serlos
of rings are thus mado, extending
from tho head to tho shoulder blade.
Tho sheop 1b than laid on Its side.
Tho wool Is then shorn from shoulder
to buttock on ono sldo. Tho cuts aro
mado similar and parallel and of equal
width.

Tho sheop Is then turned over and
tho wool Is removed from the other
side, shearing from buttock to storn.
A good shearer keeps tho shears
gnawing, as It were, through tho wool,
rather than making distinct cuts each
tlmo 'the shear handles are pressed
together.

When tho sheep aro shorn by tho
round method tho animal Is placed on
its buttock.'oxplalns tho Orango Judd
Farmer. Tho wool Is first removed
from tho brisket downward to tho
foro flank. It Is then shorn from
right to left clear across tho belly. Tho
wool on the ontlro belly thus re-
moved hangs on tho left sldo of the
fleece. Tho wool Is then opened up on
tho underside of tho neck, and begin-
ning at the' ears tho neck and body
are shorn by running tho shears to
the ridge of tho top lino. Tho sheop
Is then turned over and tho right sldo
Is shorn in tho same way. Each line
mado by tho shears should be at right
angles with tho top line. Sheep thus
shorn havo a zebra-llk- o appearance
that is vory attractive. An expert
shearor will never cut tho wool twice,
that Is, ho will not, even when shear-
ing past tho spinal column, point tho
shears so high that the wool will
have to bo clipped again.

EXERCISE FOR BROOD 80W.

She Must Be Kept In Condition at
All Times of the Year.

Tho exorcise of the brood sow should
bo looked after even In tho summor
tlmo. This should not bo forgotten
till tho sow Is Just a few weeks from
farrowing. She should bo given n
good lot of exerclso all tho tlmo of
her life, that she may work a largo
part of her food Into good, strong
muscle, rather than Into fat. Tho sow
that Is kept closoly ponned will not
mnko musclo, but fat, and sho will
transmit to her offspring a weakened
constitution, which means largely a
luck of muscle-makin- g power.

The muscle-makin- g power Is a largo
part of the constitution of any ani-

mal. The animal that has tho power
to. dovolop good musclo will make a
powerfully-buil- t heart, which Is ono
great muscle. A powerful heart
to send tho blood with great force
all thrdugh tho body Is a largo factor
In tho proper development of the
frame.

Thoroforo give the brood sow a
good lot of exerclso In tho bright
sunlight, and In tho pure air, in a pas-tur- o

whero there Is no dust flying In
tho air. Some sows aro given their

In dry lots whoro every foot-
step sends tho dust Into tho air. Nat-
urally some of this gets Into the
lungs qf the sow, and this Is not a
doslrablo receptaclo for dust. It must
be coughed off with mucus.

Tho exercised sow will bo more pro-
lific than any other, for she will have
tho matorlal out of which to mnko
progeny, because not only tho mus-
cles of tho heart, but all tho other
muscles of the body will bo strength-
ened.

Emmaus,
a vlllAgo soven and a half miles from
Jerusalem.

Comment and 8uggestlve Thought.
We havo seen how poorly prepared

wero tho disciples for Christ's resurrec-
tion, how slowly they believed, how
llttlo thoy understood the meaning of
tho great event. "The resurrection of
Jesus Christ Is the turning point in
human time, changing It may be the
trend of divine eternity Itself. It gives
us, first, a certified Christianity, an ac-

credited salvation; and, secondly, It
gives ub a present, living, communing
Saviour." Boardman. It was tho main
purpoBO of Christ's appearances
through tho 0 days between tho resur-
rection on April 0 and tho ascension
on May 18 to teach his dlBclplos what
this resurrection meant to them and
to tho world, that It might become tho
power of their preaching In all lands.

The risen Lord first nppoared to his
assembled disciples on tho evening of
'Caster day, tho resurrection Sunday
For a tlmo the Christians observed
both tho Jewish Sabbath and this
"first day of the week;" but when
obliged to chooso between tho two,
they naturally settled upon tho day
when Christ roes from the dead, rath-
er than that when he lay in tho gravo.
Our Sunday Is therefore a standing
evidence of tho reality of Christ's res
urrectlon.

The dlBclplos wore perhaps In tho
samo upper room In Jerusalem whore
they had eaten tho Lord's Supper
"They weie bravo, for In splto of tho
Jews they dared to assemble; thoy
wero timid, for thoy barred themselves
In 'for fear of tho Jews.' " Alexander
Murlarcn, D. D. Thoy wero eating
their evening meal together (Mark),
with what sad thoughts of the meal
euton with tholr Lord only two days
boforo!

The cloven disciples were there,
except Thomas, who had "ap
parently thrown away all hope."

Cumbrldgo Bible. Other disciples
wero ulso present (Luko 24:33),
and tho two from Emmaus wero toll-
ing tholr Joyful story when the rlson
Lord appeared in tho room and was
ut onco recognized by tho company.

Christ's risen body was different from
thobodyhohadboforodeath. "1. Itcould
not have bcon no body, since It was
handled and ato food. 2, It was, in
some respects, tho same body that had
been crucified, slnco It carried tho
wounds of tho cross, while tho cruel
fled body had disappeared. 3. It was,
In somo respects, a changed body, for
it manifested powers which It had
never heforo manifested." J. M.
Whlton, Ph.D. It appears and dlsap
pears suddenly and mysteriously, and
can quickly movo from ono placo to
another. "It can eat; but it no longer
needs to eat; It can reveal itself in
ono place, but Is not bound to this ono
place." Van Oostorzeo.

Thomas' doubt was mot by our
Lord's sixth appearance one week
later (tho "eight daysj' including both
Sundays, according to tho Jewish
mudo of reckoning), In the same upper
room, and undor qulto tho samo cir
cumstances. The closed doors, the
mysterious ontrauce, the quiet opening
address, repeat tho first occurrence,
Thomas alono Is addressed this time,
and bidden to test In his own way the
reality of Chrst's body; "and bo not
faithless, but bollevlpg."

Christ's reply to Thomas' confession
has boon called "tho last Boatltudo."
Thomas bollavod, but only because he
had soon wl(h his eyes,: "Blessed are
they that have not seen, and yet have
boleved."

The first conclusion of the Gospel Is
with verses 30, 31. John might go on
Indefinitely, recording tho wonderful
deeds and words of his Lord (John 21:
25). He had written enough, howovor
to complote his purpose, tho proof of
the opening declaration of the book,
that "tho Word was 3od," and "the
Word became fleslu"
